_In the meantime the enemy has 
been having. a ‘hard time with his 
transports British aviators yester- 
day dropped many tons of bombs cn 
the packed roads leading from Es- 
taires to Merville, causing heavy cas- 
ualties and much confusion. Hostile 
Pilots who attempted to drive the 
British fliers back along this front 
fared badly. ; 

Official figures are not available,

“On this portion of the battlefront 
and northwestwards as far as Locon 
“humerous . bodies of hostile troops 
were aggressively engaged during the 
evening at short range by our infan- 
try and artillery fire. 

“At the end of the day of continu- 
ous fighting and frequent assaults, 
many of them delivered with great 
strength on all parts of the Lys bat- 
tlefront, our lines are reported to be 
intact. 

“The enemy's losses throughout Sat- 
urday’s fighting are reported to have 
been most severe. 

“In the course of the night fight- 
ing was renewed about Neuve Eglise, 
and this morning the enemy recom- 
menced his attacks near Bailleul. 
Fighting is continuing on this front.”

SYNOPSIS OF CANADIAN NORTH 
WEST LAND REGULATIONS. 


JHE sole head of a family, or any 

male over 18 years old, who was 
at the commencement of the present 
war, and has since continued to be, a 
British subject or a subject of an 
allied or neutral country, may home- 
stead a quarter section of available 
Dominion land in Manitoba, Saskatch- 
ewan or Alberta. Applieant must ap- 
pear in person at Dominion Lands 
Agency or sub-Agency for District. 
Entry by proxy may be made on cer- 
tain conditions. Duties—Six months 
residence upon and cultivation of land 
in each of three years. 

In certain districts a homesteader 
may secure an adjoining quarter sec- 
tion as pre-emption. Price $3.00. per 
acre. Duties—Reside six months in 
each of three years after earning 
homestead patent and eultivate 50 
acres extra. May obtain pre-emption 
patent as soon as homestead patent on 
certain conditions. 


pd | _& settler after obtaining his home- 


sfead patent, if he cannot secure a 
pre-emption, may take a purchased 
homestead in certain districts. Price 
$3.00 per acre. Must reside six months 
in each of three years, cultivate 50 
acres, and erect a house worth $300.00. 

Holders of entries may count time 
of employment as farm laborers in 
Canada during 1917, as residence du- 
ties under certain ‘conditions. 

When Dominion Lands are advert- 
ised or posted for entry, returned 
soldiers who have served overseas 
and have been honorably discharged 
receive one day priority in applying 
for entry at local Agent’s Office (but 
not sub-Agency). Discharge papers 
Tmaust be presented to Agent.

FIERCE OFFENSE 


ARMENTIERES EVACUATED WHEN 
IT BECAME. UNTENABLE .. 


COMPLETELY REPULSED. - 


London, April:11.—About.10 o'clock | 
this morning the Germans launched a}. 
formidable attack against the Belgian | 

-|'town of Hollebeke, says a Reuter dis- 


patch from British, headquarters. They. 


came forward in massed waves which |° 


were completely, repulsed, with terri- 
ble. execution. + 

With the: British Armies in France, 
April 11—The Germans have reached’ 
the neighborhood of Steenwerck. (four 
and a half miles west of Armentieres 
and two milés north of ‘Lys river) “it 
is reported, as this is cabled. .The 
enemy is also reported to have reach- 
ed the edge of Estaires (four and a 
half miles. south and west of Steen- 
werck) and to be in the eastern, half 
of Ploegsteert Wood, just outside the 
ruins of the villages of Messines and 
Wytschaete. 

This dispatch, together with Haig’s 
official report, may indicate the British 
in abandoning Armentieres, retired at 
least three miles behind that city. 
Lines from Steenwerck: to Ploeg- 
steert Wood would pass that distance 
northwest of Armentieres. There is a 
possibility, however, that instead of 
straightening their line, the Genfians 
are still held a short distance from 
Armentieres and that the salient con- 
tinues there, although less acute. 

e; WERE DRIVEN OUT: 

At 4 o'clock this morning German 
artillery began shellng Martinsart 
and Engelbemere. On Wednesday 
ighting continued throughout the 
A new salient from north of 
St. Maur Bridgehead to Vanquast en- 
larged the enemy’s gains. Qnce they 
occupied Lacreche, -Nieppe, | Ploeg- 
steer, Messines and Wytschaete, but 
the British counter attacked heavily, 
driving them out of the Lacreche, Ni- 


”ajeppe, Messines and Wytschaete, and 


retaking the west half of Ploegsteert. 

Around Messines and Wytscaete the 
fighting yesterday was. partieularly 
heavy. ‘These places were taken and 
retaken several times in hand-t:nand 
struggles. Steenwerck and Lucreche 
were scenes of similar fighting.. On 
the southern nart of the battlefront 
fighting was desultory. 


IN NARROW POCKET, 


With the British Army in France 
{and Belgium, April 11—The heavy 
enemy attacks north and south of 
Armentieres-yesterday resulted in the 
advance of the German positions un- 
til the town was in a deep and narrow 
pocket, the mouth of which was on a 
line drawn approximately north and 
south through Steenwerck. 

The Germans attacked north of 
Armentieres at 5.30 o'clock yesterday 
morning, after two hours of intense 
bombardment. ‘They advanced under 
cover of a heavy: fog, and the oppos- 


jing forces were at close quarters’ be- 


fore fighting was begun. The attacks 
were pressed as far north as Holle- 


| beke, where the enemy made slight 


gains. 
AFTER MESSINES. 


The Germans are particularly dosir- 
ous of capturing Messines Ridge and 
Wychaete and pressed their attacks 
thege hard throughout the day. Much 
sanguinary fighting occurred at these 
places, the tide of battle surging back 
and forth for many hours before the 
enemy finally abandoned temporarily 
his attempts here. 

‘Coincident with the attack north of 
Armentieres the enemy continued to 
push northwestward from Croix. duc 
Bac, below Armentieres, in order to 
complete the pocketing of the jatter 
city. 

Hard fighting occurred eine 
about Estaires and at one time the. 
Germans had a footing in the. south-. 
ern edge of the city. The battle here 
is still continuing. -_ : 

The enemy artillery was active in 
the Somme region this morning. 


TEST YOUR COWS 


To the dairy farmers of Alberta.— 
The dairy division of the department 
of agriculture, Ottawa, in response to 
urgent demands, have decided to in- 
troduce the cow testing work into Al- 
berta, and have appointed a super- 
visor for the work in. this province, 
whose duties will be to meet the but- 
ter and cheese workers and encourage 
them to take up the matter with their 
patrons, and endeavour to have as 
many dairy farmers as possible in 
each factory district take up the work 
of herd record keeping. These fac- 
tory men who may do testing for 
farmers will be paid lOc ner sampte 
and the acid furnished by the depart- 
ment. 

In no line of agricultural work in 
Canada is there a preater opportun- 
ity to increase producticn than there 
{s in the improvement of the dairy 
herds. The average yield of wimilk 
per cow in Canada is only about 4300 
pounds per annum. Compare that 
with individual records of over 25,000 
pounds of milk in a year and herd 
records averaging 10,000 pounds for 


each cow, and the great possibilities | 


for improvement are at once apparent. 
The keeping of herd records, common- 
ly known as “cow testing,” is the saf- 
est and surest basis for intelligent 
preeding and selection, with proper 
“feeding, results in an improvement in 
production that makes the difference 
between general-average yield and 
those which are at the top. It is hoped 
and believed that the factory men 
will be glad to co-operate in this work 
and we also hope that the farmers 
will avail themselves of this opportun- 
ity to find out the boarders in their 
herds.

VIMY RIDGE IS AGAIN 
PRIZE OF FIERCE STRIFE 


CANADIANS DARE GERMANS TO 
MAKE . FRONTAL ATTACK— 


ENEMY TRIES.TO OUTFLANK . 
POSITION. 

Canadian Army Headquarters, April 
10.—Foiled in their attempt to. out- 
flank Vimy Ridge in the south, the 
Germans are now attempting the same 
manoeuvre from the north hy Reth- 
“ane. The anniversary of the date 
that saw Canada ,victorious in win- 
ning back so much of these cual lands 
of France, finds these lands iaenaced 
again. Canada, with its hard ‘won 
Vimy Ridge behind: it waits for Ger- 
many to dare a frontal attack. 

Yesterday afternoon and> evening 
and this morning our guns have an- 
swered those of the enemy. Through- 
out the area fromthe Scarpe to Sou- 
chez little villages have known again 
the blood price of battle. ‘Women 
and children have been driven from 
their homes. Death has visited many. 
War broods over: the ridge. 

From Lens to Arras ruin is being 
added ‘to ruin.. Smoky by day, rim- 
med by fire at night, our old ‘battle 
grounds are alive: to battle again. 
Constant crumpling of shells in Arras, 
Lievin, Acqueroiveres, and other big 
and little centres, is answered. by the 
roar of our guns, sweeping the enemy 
front, assembly and rear areas. , 

Our men wait in trenches without 
fear of the future. Everywhere there 
is confidence in the knowledge that 
if the enemy attacks our heights his 
price for that attack will be terrible. 

The temper of our forces is magni- 
ficent. It found repeated expression 
yesterday. At one; point: two’ Cana- 
dian parties raided railway lines. The 
first advancing after. artillery barrage, 
found the enemy outpost line’ desert, 
ed. It pushed up to. the front line with 
no better success, Only two. .of the 
enemy being . ‘found. | They resisted 
and were killed. The other party, in 
a stealthy -raid found the enemy in 
some strength and killed five and eap- 
tured one. Later in the afternoon the 
Canadians took three more prisoners. 

Early this.morning. under the cover 
cf an artillery . barrage, two more- 
raids were carried out. against the 
enemy. One raiding party had no 
luck, but the other, 25 strong, took no 
fewer than ten prisoners,

Since the world began I‘ don’t sup- 
pose there was ever, a scene of. such 
awful beauty, mingled with. the ter- 
ror and. suffering of men and horses;

A fire started that fathered strength 
every secend, for all the world like a 
prairie fire, and the scenic effect was 
that of a gigantic fireworks exhibition.

of which has been’ brought to 
light by the war. The use of mosses 
in surgical dressings dates at least 
as far back as the Napoleonic wars, 
-|but the demand for and extensive use 
of Sphagnum Moss did not materialize 
{until 1915, and even in the Spring of 
1916 its usa was in the experimental 
Stage. So great has become the de- 
mand that Great Britain ig no longer 
able to fill it, and Canada and the 
United States are now being actively 
‘exploited for this highly absorbent 
: dressing. 
\; The first effective work on this side 
of the Atlantic was initiated by Prof. 
_ {Porter of McGill University, who se- 
feured samples of various qualities of 
‘moss from the British authorities 
jearly {n 1916 and then explored the 
‘bogs of Eastern Nova Scotia until he 
swas able to locate supplies of material 
‘which the same authorities accepted 
as “perfect.’ The first sphagnum dress- 
lings sent overseas were made up from 
jthis moss in the autumn of 1916 by 
jthe Junior Red Cross of Guysboro, 
ova Scotia. 
| Binece then the industry has devel- 
oepd steadily. The McGill University 
‘Women’s Union established a sphag- 
num department in a large laboratory 
very generously placed at their dis- 
posal by the University Medical 
Bchool in the autumn of 1916, and 
{from that day until this has been pre- 
[paring moss and shipping -dressinga. 
‘Another important function of this or- 
ganization has been to make up ex- 
perimental sphagnum dressings of 
fmany sorts to try out the different 
grades of Canadian material under 
varying conditions. 

During the winter of 1917 another 
fwork room was started at Dalhousie 
(University, Halifax, and the Canadian 
Red Cross definitely adopted sphag- 
mum for -hospital dressings and pre- 
pared to open working centres on a 
darge scale.

Edmonton, April 12.—Dr. G. D. Stan- 
ley, High River, sought to put Premier 
Stewart:in an uncomfortable corner 
yesterday afternoon during ~a. discus- 
sion of-the new. civil service bill when 
he attempted to get a direct state- 
ment from the premier that the com- 
mission -would ’ discharge any civil 
servant. who took an active part. in 
politics, as a partizan. 

“Well,” ‘replied the premier, hesi- 
tatingly, “I do not believe the: civil 
service’ commission would discharge 
a man. because he voted. The moment 
a man votes for one party or another 
he is ‘taking an active part in politics, 
and he may be called partizan.. It is 
impossible to prevent any man from 
voting.” ; - 

Members of the government side of 
the house raised an uproar when the 
High River member protested that 
Mr. Stewart had evaded the question, 
that the premier knew well enough 
what he meant and he was asking for 
a direct. answer. 

“Wait till the bill comes up in com- 
mittee; you can ask your question 
then,” called A.:G. Mackay, of Atha- 
basca, while other members .of. the 
house shouted. “Order, order.” 


QUESTION ANSWERED. 


The speaker ruled the qtestion ‘had 
been. answered and the house /fro- 
ceeded with its discussion of’ the 
premier's explanation of the meaning 
of the bill. . . : 

Mr. Stewart said that the measure 
left the control of the departments in 
the hands of the ministers, but pro- 
vided for the naming of an efficiency 
officer, who will supervise the various 
branches of. the service. While op- 
posed to the patronage system, he 
thought it would be a serious matter 
to permit civil. service reform to in- 
terfere with responsible government. 
While wholesale dismissals upon a 
change of government were unfair, 
nevertheless it would be a serious 
matter. if a minister elected by the 
people should not have the control_ 
of his employes by appointment. He 


} 


thoroughly competent man would be 
charged with the work of efficiency 
officer. . . 

George Hoadley, Okotoks, leader of 
the opposition, strongly attacked the 
pill, asserting that:practically it meant 
nothing at all. He declared that the 
government, if it meant to be sincere 
would better not have brought in any 
such feeble attempt at civil service 
reform at all. ~ : 


CALLS IT INSINCERE. 


Capt. Robt. Pearson, overseas sol- 
dier representative, also character- 
ized the bill as insincere and inade- 
quate. It did nothing towards elimin- 
ating the patronage system, nor did it 
make the slightest provision for giv- 
ing ‘returned soldiers preference in 
government work. ' ; 

‘Major Lowery, Alexandra, also did 
not see where any reform was being 
accomplished by putting the super- 
vision of employees in the hands of 
an efficiency officer. Major Lowery 
cited figures to show that out of the 
total list of provincial civil servants 
amounting to 1,500 persons, less than 
ninety -were ‘soldier ‘ :appointments, 
which was a pitifully small: number. 

He read extracts from the civil ser- 
vice bill in effect in British Colum- 
bia in this regard, showing that the 
Alberta. measure compares most un- 
favorably with it. , ‘ 

A. F. Ewing, West Edmonton, fav- 
ored the carrying out of civil service 
:reform by a commission. The pres- 
| ent bill did not touch the real trouble 
at all. 


A STRONG PLPA. 
A. G. Mackay put up a strong plea 


for the government retaining respon- | 


sibility in. the appointment of civil 
‘Servants, while Hon. ‘J. R. Boyle claim- 
ed that Alberta had a larger propor- 
tion of returned soliders in the service 
than any other provifice in the Do- 
iminion. It would be unjust for the 
government to dismiss its employees 
in order to replace them with return- 
ed soldiers. He differed with Mr. 
Mackay’s suggestions for the incor- 
poration of a system of competitive ex- 
aminations, asserting that many em- 
ployees who possessed able adminis- 
trative abilities would not be able to 
pass examinations. The principle of 
responsible government dictated that 
the government should have power to 
make all appointments. 

W. M. Davidson, North Calgary, 
praised the bill as an honest endeav- 
or of the government to solve the pa- 
tronage evil. A competent efficiency 
officer would undoubtedly cut out 
much dead wood from~many depart- 
ments. He commended the classifi- 
cation feature which he _ asserted 
would. remedy the injustice whereby 
many employees doing certain classes 
of work were receiving less pay than 
others who were doing precisely the 
same kind-of work in a different class. 
He urged however, the institution of 
a superannuation system. 


SINCERITY NEEDED. 


Hon. George P. Smith, provincial 
secretary, thought it was more’ the 
principle in the bill rather than its 
wording that counted. Sincerity of 
administration would alone bring re- 
sults and he believed that the gov- 
ernment was sincere. 

Premier Stewart expressed the sen- 
tinment that he did not care who made 
the appointments of civil servants 80 
long as the government had control 
over their work. He was quite reacy 
to incorporate the clause from the 
British Columbia act read by Major 
Lowery .but-he thought that returned

‘case of new appointments, he could 
assure. the house that preference in

THE B.C. ACT. 


The section of the British Columbia 
act which Major Lowery quoted, read 
as follows; 
+\When,' among the candidates for 
positions in any class or grade of the 
civil: seryice, whether for permanent 
or temporary employment, and wheth- 
er through ‘open competition or in- 
dividual nomination by the minister 
of a department, there are returned 
soldiers who possess in point of qual- 
ification: for appointment -the mini- 
mum standard for the position or any 
higher standard, they shall receive 
the preference, in order of their merit, 
for the appointment to the positions 
for which they are ‘candidates. 

“As between two or more returned 
soldiers, preference shall, for the pur- 
poses of this. section, be given to 
those who before their service over- 
seas, had been domiciled in this pro- 
vince. 

“For all indoor positions, a further 
preference shall be given to those re- 
turned soldiers whose injuries receiv- 
ed in military service may have un- 
fitted them for active outdoor employ- 
ment.” 

There is nothing whatever of the 
foregoing nature in the Alberta act, 
neither as regards giving returned 
men preference or providing for any 
examinations for the classified ser- 
vice. | : -

MR, J, J. GAETZ CHOSEN 


By Red ‘Deer Liberals as 
Provincial Candidate 


The Liberal convention held in the 
Parish Hall, Red Deer, on Tuesday 
afternoon placed Mr. J. J. Gaetz, of Red 
Deer, in the field as the Liberal can- 
didate for the Provincial bye-election 
to be held in Red Deer to fill Senator 
Michener’s former seat in the Legis- 
lature. Hon. J. R. Boyle was present, 
to express the views of the Govern- 
ment. There ‘were some 80 to 90 votes 
cast on the nominating and first bal- 
lots. Only one elective ballot was 
necessary. The figures of the votes 
respectively for the two candidates 
were not announced. 


Mr. G. W. Smith, as chairman of the 
Liberal Provincial committee, called 
the meeting to order and was appointed 
chairman of the convention. Mr. H. 
Jamieson, of Sylvan Lake, was chosen 
secretary. 


Committees on Credentials and Reso- 
lutions were named as follows: 


Credentlals—John McLennan, con- 
vener; Mrs. DeLong, T. A. Gaetz, A. E. 
T. Eckford, John H. Bennett. 

Resolutions—W. A. Moore, convener; 
D. B. Learned, A. H. Russell. 

Mr. McLennan read the names of the 
delegates and declared the proxies 
which numbered fourteen. The two 
Committees then proceeded with their 
work during a short adjournment of 
the meeting. The credentials were all 
approved, 


Hon. J. R. Boyle 


Upon resuming, Hon. J. R. Boyle, 
Minister of Education, was called upon, 
and was received with applause. He 
expressed his pleasure at being present 
on behalf of the Premier who was un- 
able to get away as soon as he had 
hoped, as there was considerable busi- 
ness to be wound up in this the last 
week of the session. The following 
was the text of the Premier's message, 
however: I have every confidence that 
you will select your candidate wisely 
and that he will be a credit to you. 
Whoever you may select will have all 
possible support and co-operation of 
the Government. I shall hope to be 
with you at the election. It was fit- 
ting, continted Mr. Boyle, that Red 
Deer should have a member supporting 
the Government in power. Their party 
had nothing to conceal and they might 
well be proud of it under the two last 
premiers. The Hon. Mr. Stewart- had 
demonstrated his ability as a states- 
man. He has also demonstrated his 
policy of Liberalism or progression. 


The great abuse of party names was 
to be regretted. But in all civilized 
governments parties existed, usually 
representing those who wished to fol- 
low a policy of progression, and those 
who were content to let things run on 
as they were without any change, Often 
too, there were parties which got to- 
gether on certain questions or in times 
of crisis, in order to obtain a better 
hearing and to better advantage. This 
had been done in England during the 
war. But a union of parties was not 
always successful. The principle un- 
derlying their party system was that’ 
the stronger party should administrate 
and the smaller party should criticize. 
It was hoped that by a union of parties 
almost all criticism would be eliminat- 
ed and that in that way the work of 
carrying on the government would be 
facilitated at this time of extreme ten- 
sion. There was, however, still a good 
deal of opposition. 

Mr. Boyle stated that no one knew 
exactly what a Union candidate was, 
that the Dominion parliament consist- 
ed of both Grits and Tories, and that 
Unionists might be, and were, still 
members of those parties. He declared 
that he saw no need of carrying Union 
into the Provincial House, that both 
parties were already represented there, 
and that they were getting on very 
well. The Union government of the 
Dominion had nothing whatever to do 
with the affairs of the Province. If 
that member (the Union candidate) 
should mean a new arrangement and a 
joint cabinet, he and his constituents 
were the only ones who wished it to be 
so, and that one man would be power- 
less. If the Provincial ‘government 
thought such a step necessary they 
would have already taken it, and 
the Opposition had made no sugges- 
tions along such lines. But in Red 
Deer there was a man who would take 
them by the neck and crack their 
heads together and presto, it was done! 


At present the House consisted of the 
Premier and his colleagues; the Op- 
position; two members from overseas, 
and two members representing the 
Non-Partisan League. These two re- 
presentatives have been sitting on the 
cross benches, so to speak, and have 
not voted with the Government or given 
it their support. The question before 
the Red Deer delegates was whether 
they should choose a candidate who 
would help along the present govern- 
ment or whether they. should elect one 
who would be among the Opposition 
or sitting on the fence. A government 
only lasts during the time that it has 
the confidence of the people. Had not 
the Stewart administration been such 
that it inspired confidence? If so, let 
Red Deer send-a man up who would 
whole-heartedly support it in its fine 
work. 4 

Since Mr. Galbraith had been put up 
by a party in Opposition, he must op- 
pose the government or betray his 
party. Surely Red Deer meant busi- 
ness. For once let them have a mem- 
ber who was not in Opposition.

WOUNDED BRITISH SOLDIERS 


_ FROM FRONT DESCRIBE 
SLAUGHTER OF GERMANS. 

London, April 12.—“You could have 
shot them down with your eyes shut,” 
said a wounded machine gunner, in 
describing how the: Germans attacked 
on the western front, according to the 
correspondent’ there of The Daily 
Mail. “We fired straight into them 
and they went down in heaps, yet we 
could not stop them. It was one down 
and another coming on.” 

The correspondent quotes other re- 
marks from wounded soldiers which 
was indicative- of the unconquerable 
British defenders, and which. bear out 
their testimony to the terrible toll the 
Germans are paying for every foot 
they advance. The correspondent 
says wounded soldiers agreed that the 
Germans’ outnumbered the defenders 
at least two to one. 

“Aye, we'ro never far_ away,” a 
wounded Highlander replied to the re- 
mark of the correspondent that the 
Highlanders seemed to get into all 
the battles. He proceeded to tell how 
his regiment was on a canal bank 
when the Germans tried to cross. 

“They advanced on. both’ flanks,

The war has done one thing. It hag 
stopped the procession of men fishing 
for ‘suckers’ who used to pester thie 
country. Of these socialist agitatore 
I have found two varieties. One has 
tried to become a capitalist, but hag 
consistently failed in any business he 
tackled, so he is sore on capital an¢ 
capitalists. Now, is a man who har 
made a failure in his own business in 
a position to tell others how to run the 
universe? 

The second variety of socialist 
lecturer I have come across is the 
man who is too lazy to work and finds 
it easier to live by going around tel. 
ling the working man about his 
wrongs and how to right them, and 
then take up a collection ‘for the 
cause.’ That man has no right to 
talk to- working men. He never 
sweat at a piece of honest work in 
his life. His socialism is the easiest 
way to live for himself. But when it 
is all boiled down socialism is only a 
series” of theories, it hasn’t been tried 
out yet. 

Theories may seem very plausiyle 
and perfect, but when they come to 
work there may be some screw or 
bolt that has been’ dverlooked that 
spoils the working of the whole mach- 
ine. Here is an illustration. I lived 
in Jamaica, West Indies, for a number 
of years. A large quantity of salt and 
cured fish are imported there annu- 
ally from Newfoundland and Nova 
Scotia. The Carribean Sea teams with 
the finest edible fish, but nothing had 
been done to take them in quantities. 
4t was contended that being a tropi- 
cal country fish could not be cured 
as in the north. Along came W. M. 
Earl, who demonstfated that he had 
perfected a system of curing fish in 
the tropics that left nothing to be de- 
sired. Now here you are. Here is a 
country that imports large quantities 
of cured fish. This country {s sur- 
rounded by sea teaming with the finest 
fish, and a man has a perfect system 
of curing fish. Why all that is needed 
is a fleet of fishing boats with expert 
crews and a fortune is in it. That 
theory can’t be beat as a sure money 
maker. A company was forme.. They 
went to work on a small scale and 
bought an English trawler manned 
by expert fishermen. 

The trawler was brought out and 
they started to trawl. When they lifted 
the trawl was ghe full of fish? No, 
but she was full of one big hole. The 
theory had overlooked the points of 
coral on the bottom of the sea, and 
they had wrecked the net. Several 
days’ trawling convinced them that 
was no good, so they tried line fish- 
ing. Well, that demonstrated that 
the sea was full of fish for when they 
drew the lines up there was a fish 
head on every hook. You see the 
theory had forgotten the ground 
sharks, which had come along and 
nipped off the fish. After some six 
months the trawler was taken back to 
England, so that the sheriff could sell 
it to the best advantage. Now here 

was a perfect money making theory, 
absolutely nothing wrong anywhere, 
only two loose bolts, coral snags and 
ground sharks, blew the whole thing 
higher than Gilderoy’s kite.

NEW PATRIOTIC ACT HAS: JUST

Edmonton, April’ 9.—The new Pat- 
clotic Tax -Act' exempting the property 
of soldiers from: taxation hag just 
been presented; to:the members of the 
It defines soldiers as any 
person, “male... or female,” in actual 
service in the, activeemilitary forces 
of Canada for serving: outside Canada 
in the present ‘war, members of the 
naval forces of. His - : Majesty, raised 
otherwice than by the government of 
Canada, or Canadians “in the military 
or naval forces of any. of the Allies. 

' Home ‘property is to:cohsist of not: 
more than four contiguous lots if in 
a city, town or village; or not more 
than 320 acres outside such localities, 
sted on a home property register 
kept by the munfcipality, ‘and it must 
have been at the time’ of’ enlistment 
occupied by a soldieror his wife or any 
of his “ascendants or. descendants de- 
pendent upon him for’support. 

' Séction 3 provides that: ‘ino-soldier 
shall become at any time liable in re- 
spect of home property to. the pay- 
ment of any tax which, when it first 
falls due or would but for this act 
fall due after -~ December 31st, 1917, 
and from himself while‘a soldier.” 


MAY SELECT LAND.- 


Where land would” be home prop- 
erty but for the fact'that it is of 
greater:extent than. 320 acres, the 
soldier may select the 320 acres to be 
exempted by notifying the municipal- 
ity prior to the first day of May in 
each year; if any soldier cannot claim 
as home‘property any land to the full 
extent allowed by the act, then he may 
claim on land which his wife, if she 
were a soldier, could claim exemption 
up to the extent of four contiguous 


_| lots or 320 acres. 


If such exempted ‘land has. not 
been listed a soldier. may obtain the 
remission of taxes levied upon it 
through ‘himself or his‘ wife, ascend- 
ants’ or descendants dependent upon 
him. 

The exemption continues for one 
year after discharge of the soldier, 
or one year after the end of the war. 
The exemption also applies to depend- 


.Jents for one year after the death of 


a soldier entitled to it. 

The chief executive officer of a 
municipality shall be the judge. in 
disputes, the. decision in -writing to 
be conclusive proof. ©. 

Municipalities are given power to 
remit in whole or in part any or 
every: tax or arrears thereof in respect 
of any ‘property whatsoever of a-sol- 
‘dier. “The same power {s conferred on 
the lieutenant governor in council. 

‘While section 3 exempts the sol- 
‘dier*and his dependents from “any” 
tax on their property, section 14 spec- 
iflcally exempts such property from 
the supplementary revenue tax or any 
‘part of it.
